Dear Sir: 
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4. I consulted with the inventor of the subject application, Amy Baker, regarding the 
development and testing of the fine mist salicylic acid spray that is described in 
the subject application and am familiar with that spray. 

5. I believe that one of ordinary skill in the art relating to anti-acne compositions 
would not consider the fine mist salicylic acid spray of the claims of the subject 
application to be obvious in view of the combined teachings of the Fitzjarrell, 
Briggs et al. and Guang Lin et al. patents for the following reasons: 

a) While salicylic acid has been recognized as a safe and 
effective anti-acne agent for a long time, I have not known 
it to be described or used previously as a fine mist spray for 
treating non-facial acne. In this regard body acne often 
occurs on the back, which is a difficult site to reach for 
many people and I believe it was very clever of Ms. Baker 
to conceive of applying salicylic acid as a fine mist spray 
which could be easily directed to the back and which would 
not unduly wet the applied area. 

b) Ms. Baker's clinical trial of her initial fine mist spray 
formulation of salicylic acid was unsuccessful because the 
patients experienced undue nasal irritation and coughing. 
In this regard it was not obvious to me, nor do I believe it 
would have been obvious others, that the pH of her initial 
formulation was causing such irritation and coughing or 
that increasing the pH of the formulation- as Ms. Baker 
ultimately did- would significantly reduce these 
symptoms. 

c) With respect to the Fitzjarrell patent mentioned above, it 
describes topical sprays of niacinamide which can be 
applied directly to the facial area to allegedly treat acne. 
Unfortunately, I believe the clinical trials of niacinamide 
showed that it was not effective for treating acne. I 
therefore believe niacinamide is a poor starting point for 
concluding anything about efficacy for treating acne. In 
any event this patent says nothing about fine mist sprays 
and only mentions salicylic acid as an anti-acne treatment 
in the context of creams, not fine mist sprays. It also says 
nothing about the irritation/coughing problem experienced 
by Ms. Baker or how that problem might be solved. Ms. 
Baker's fine mist sprays are indicated for treating body 
acne, not facial acne, in order to reduce the likelihood of 
the mist being inhaled. In contrast, Fitzjarrell specifically 
recommends his formulations for use on the face. This is a 
further indication that Fitzjarreirs teachings are unrelated to 
fine mist sprays of salicylic acid. 
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d) As regards the Briggs et al. and Guang Lin et al. patents, 
they describe anti-acne formulations of salicylic acid but do 
not mention fine mist sprays. While both mention that a 
broad range of pHs may be used in their formulations, both 
prefer lower pHs~which, as indicated above would not be 
suitable for fine mist sprays of salicylic acid. This clearly 
indicates that neither of these patents anticipated the 
irritation/coughing problem encountered by Ms. Baker or 
the solution thereto. In this regard, I disagree with the 
conclusion reached in the June 4, 2003 Office Action that 
the reduction in nasal irritation and coughing at pHs above 
5 is an obvious property of the solution. It is only when the 
solution is administered as a fine mist spray that this 
problem exists and none of the three patent references 
referred to above describes fine mist sprays of salicylic 
acid. 

e) In view of the difficulties with nasal irritation and coughing 
associated with administering fine mist sprays of salicylic 
acid, I disagree with the June 4, 2003 Office Action's 
contention that there was an expectation that one could 
successfully produce a spray, particularly a fine mist spray, 
of salicylic acid by replacing niacinamide with salicylic 
acid in the Fitzjarrell composition.
